Legislative Assembly of the Province of Alberta, for the despatch 
of business pursuant to a Proclamation of His Honour the 
Honourable John Campbell Bowen, Lieutenant Governor, dated 
the Twentieth day of December, 1946. 


Mr. Speaker read the Proclamation as follows:

PROCLAMATION 


TO OUR FAITHFUL, the MEMBERS elected to serve in the 
Legislative Assembly of Our Province of Alberta, and to 
each and every of you, GREETING:

WE DO WILL that you and each of you, and all others in this 
behalf interested on Thursday, the Twentieth day of February, 
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A.D. 1947, at the hour of three o’clock in the afternoon, at Our 
City of Edmonton, personally be and appear for the despatch of 
business, to treat, act, do and conclude upon those things which 
in the Legislature of Our Province of Alberta by the Common 
Council of Our said Province, may, by the favour of God, be 
ordained.

The Honourable The Administrator entered the Assembly 
and took his seat on the Throne. 


The Honourable The Administrator then read the following 
Speech from the Throne: 


SPEECH FROM THE THE THRONE 


Mr. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY : 


I take much pleasure in welcoming you to the Fourth Session 
of the Tenth Legislative Assembly. 


Since the occasion of your last Session, the Province of 
Alberta has been honoured by the first official visit of Their 
Excellencies, the Right Honourable Sir Harold Alexander of 
Tunis and Lady Alexander. The appointment of His Excellency 
as Governor General of Canada was a matter of much satisfaction 
to the people of Alberta, especially to those whose loved ones had 
served under his distinguished military leadership, during the 
Second World War. 


Our Province has also been honoured by the visit of Field 
Marshall Viscount Montgomery of Alamein. The warm and 
enthusiastic welcome accorded him by our people was a clear 
indication of the high esteem in which he is held by the citizens 
of our Province. 


During the past year my Government has attached particular 
importance to those matters of public administration pertinent to 
a successful transition from a wartime to a peace time economy. 


In keeping with the importance of our basic industry, Agri- 
culture, my Government proposes to increase the number of 
District Agriculturists to assist in meeting the post-war demands 
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confronting the industry. The staff of the District Home Econo- 
mists will be further increased and additional services rendered. 


Negotiations are under way between the Department of 
Agriculture and the Dominion Department of Labour for a 
continuance of the Dominion-Provincial Farm Labour Agree- 
ments. Plans are being made for the greater utilization of the 
Schools of Agriculture in providing more adequate training in 
Agriculture and Home Economics for the young people of our 
Province. 


As a further service to Alberta’s important live stock 
industry, my Government proposes to establish an Animal Patho- 
logy and Nutritional Laboratory during the coming year, provided 
the necessary material and equipment can be obtained. Those 
policies and programmes, which experience has proven beneficial 
to Agricultural development, will be progressively extended. 


As an important part of its post-war Agricultural pro- 
gramme, my Government is working, in close co-operation with 
the Federal Government, in the matter of the large scale develop- 
ment of the water resources of the Province. Negotiations are 
in progress to assure the systematic development of irrigation 
projects and an equitable allocation of costs. 


Negotiations are also in progress in the matter of a long term 
Dominion-Provincial programme for the conservation of the 
water shed on the east slope of the Rocky Mountains. 


The Alberta Power Commission is conducting a comprehen- 
sive survey of the entire field of rural electrification with a view 
to recommending to the Government the most practical steps to 
ensure the systematic electrification of the rural areas of the 
Province. 


In the field of Social Services, my Government fully appre- 
ciates the importance of making full-time preventative health 
services available throughout the Province. To this end, addi- 
tional full-time District Health Units will be established as 
rapidly as qualified personnel can be obtained. To fill vacancies 
in existing District Health Units and to staff the new units, to 
be established, a training school will be opened to provide facilities 
for field training of physicians, public health nurses and sanitary 
inspectors. To assist in relieving the present acute shortage of 
personnel for hospital staffs, legislation will be introduced pro- 
viding for the training of nurses’ aides. To assist in meeting the 
increased operating costs, my Government proposes to increase 
the amount of its per diem hospital grants. 


A Red Cross Blood Donors’ Service for Alberta will be im- 
plemented in agreement with the Canadian Red Cross Society. 
Laboratory space for this purpose in Edmonton and Calgary will 
be provided by the Department of Public Health. 


During the Session, legislation will be introduced providing 
free medical and hospital care for all old age pensioners and their 
dependants, commencing with the new fiscal year. This new 
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service also will apply to recipients of mothers’ allowance and 
their dependants, together with blind pensioners and their 
dependants. 


Amendments to The Child Welfare Act will be introduced, 
providing for better supervision of all homes in which children 
are boarded and cared for. Other amendments will provide 
that all applications for the legal adoption of children shall be 
made through the Child Welfare Commission. 


In keeping with my Government’s policy of progressively 
assuming a larger portion of the cost of education, you will be 
asked to approve substantially increased appropriations for this 
purpose. Increases also will be proposed in the estimates for the 
University of Alberta to assist in meeting the increased costs of 
operation and to provide much needed additional accommodation 
and equipment. 


To assist in relieving the acute shortage of teachers, my 
Government proposes to provide free tuition for students en- 
_ rolled in the one-year course at the Faculty of Education. It is 
also the intention of my Government to appoint a Guidance 
Officer whose duty it will be to encourage and promote the voca- 
tional and personal guidance of high school pupils. 


A province-wide survey of Grade VI achievement will be 
conducted in order to revise the programme of studies for ele- 
mentary schools. 


In order to provide an adequate system of all weather high- 
ways and secondary roads at the. earliest possible date, my 
Government proposes to accelerate its province-wide programme 
of highway construction and improvement as rapidly as men, 
materials and equipment will permit. You will be asked to 
approve substantially increased appropriations for this purpose. 
Larger appropriations also will be asked to enable my Govern- 
ment to extend its programme for the improvement of district 
and development roads, and to provide increased financial assist- 
ance to municipalities for the construction and improvement of 
municipal roads. 


In the field of Trade and Industry, vour approval will be 
sought for a more extensive programme designed to encourage 
greater industrial development within the Province. Legislation 
designed to consolidate the present enactments dealing with the 
relationship between labour and industry, and to safeguard the 
best interests of both employers and employees will be presented 
for your consideration. 


A Special Committee of the Legislature will be appointed, 
during the Session, to review the whole field of workmen's com- 
pensation in preparation for a revision of The Alberta Workmen’s 
Compensation Act at the next regular Session of the Legislature. 


__A vigorous programme, designed to promote tourist trade 
within the Province, has been prepared for the ensuing year. A 
comprehensive survey of tourist facilities is being made and 
tourist camps are being classified in accordance with the type of 
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service they are capable of rendering. A programme will be 
conducted for the promotion of better service in all phases of 
tourist catering. 


During the forthcoming year my Government proposes to 
make a comprehensive study of the whole field of Retirement 
Pension Plans with a view to submitting to the next regular 
Session of the Legislature proposals designed to extend to the 
citizens of our Province generally an opportunity to obtain the 
benefits of Retirement Pensions on the most favourable terms 
possible. 


The Alberta Treasury Branches have concluded another 
successful year’ s operation and provision will be made for the 
further expansion of this public service during the coming year. 


A proposal for the settlement of Alberta’s Treasury Bill in- 
debtedness, on a basis which will substantially decrease the 
Province’s Public Debt and annual debt service charges, will be 
submitted for your approval. It is proposed to effect a further 
reduction in debt service charges by refunding the outstanding 
Alberta and Great Waterways Bonds at substantially reduced 
rates of interest. Legislation for this purpose will be intro- 
duced during the Session. 


During the coming year, my Government proposes to under- 
take a comprehensive survey of the entire field of provincial and 
municipal taxation with a view to eliminating, as far as possible, 
the inequities which have developed within the existing provincial 
and municipal tax structure and also for the purpose of simplify- 
ing existing methods of tax levying and tax collection. 


In the matter of Dominion-Provincial fiscal arrangements, 
my Government will recommend to the Assembly a five-year 
interim Tax Transfer Agreement on terms which will assure the 
Province a substantial increase in public revenue, without the 
imposition of double taxation on our people. 


The increased revenue, accruing to the Province under the 
proposed Agreement, will make it possible for my Government to 
provide some measure of relief from existing provincial taxation. 
To this end, you will be asked to approve legislation abolishing the 
present provincial Social Service Tax, effective upon the success- 
ful consummation of the proposed Tax Transfer Agreement. 


While the interim Tax Transfer Agreement will temporarily 
improve the revenue position of the Province, my Government 
does not regard it as a solution to the important problem of 
Dominion-Provincial fiscal relations. It is, therefore, the inten- 
tion of my Government to do everything in its power to assure the 
continuation of the studies initiated by the Dominion-Provincial 
Conference to the end that this important problem ultimately will 
be solved in a manner satisfactory to the Dominion and all the 
Provinces. 


During this Session, certain amendments to The Alberta Bill 
of Rights will be submitted for your consideration. My Govern- 
ment proposes to appeal to the Privy Council the finding of the 
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Alberta Supreme Court with respect to this important legislation. 
In the meantime and during the tenure of the Dominion-Provincial 
Interim Tax Transfer Agreement, my Government will continue 
to work for the reform of the existing monetary system along 
those lines necessary to ensure the Dominion and Provincial 
Governments adequate financial resources to discharge fully their 
constitutional responsibilities, without the continuation of the 
present system of excessive taxation and the progressive increase 
of Public Debt. 


During the Session, the Special Committee appointed by this 
Legislature to consider amendments to The Alberta Elections Act 
will submit its final report for your consideration. 


A Committee of members of the Legislature, appointed to 
investigate the Hutterite problem in Alberta, will also submit its 
report during the current Session. 


The Public Accoounts for the past fiscal year, together with | 
the Estimates for the coming year will be presented for your 
most careful consideration. 


I leave you now to the discharge of your legislative duties 
with full confidence that your deliberations under Divine guidance 
will be in the best interests of each and all of our citizens.

Q. 1. In how many cases in the years 1945 and 1946 has the 
Correspondence Branch of the Department of Educa- 
tion received payment for courses which have not been 
completed by the student? 


A.1. The school year of 1945-46 is the last period for which 
statistics are available. If at all feasible, pupils who 
have not attained 15 years of age are obliged to attend 
school under a qualified teacher unless they have 
acquired a Grade IX standing. Thus, Correspondence 
Centres for pupils below the High School level are dis- 
continued in mid-year whenever a teacher becomes 
available. Of the 330 Correspondence Centres oper- 
ated in the school year 1945-46 approximately 180 
were discontinued during the year. The local school 
authority pays all fees charged for correspondence 
courses on behalf of pupils coming under the jurisdic- 
tion in Grades I to IX. There is a registration fee of 
$2.00 per pupil in Grades I to VI and $6.00 per pupil 
in Grades VII and VIII. A charge of $32.50 is made 
for a complete Grade IX course. In the case of pupils 
from unorganized territory, the Department makes no 
charge for courses in Grades I to VIII. 


Of the 2,898 High School students registered in 
the school year 1945-46 all but 771 have completed 
their courses. 


Q. 2. What was the total amount paid by such students? 


A. 2. Nothing in the case of pupils below age 15 for courses 
in Grades I to IX except, possibly, a few isolated Grade 
IX students In unorganized territory. The discontin- 
ued High School courses quoted above would represent 
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a sum of $8,330.00, but, as Divisional Boards have 
varying policies in collecting from High School stu- 
aa it is impossible to estimate the cost to individual 
pupils. 


Q. 3. What was the total value of the unused portion of such 
courses ? 


A.3. For reasons above indicated impossible to estimate. 


Q. 4. Is any refund made to a student who does not complete 
a course for which he has paid? 


A.4. Yes, in certain cases where lesson material is returned 
complete and unmarred.

What value was assigned to the Turnley method by the 
Government investigators? 


A.3. The investigation failed to reveal that the reading 
system under review produced either the results 
claimed for it or results equal to those obtained by 
methods of instruction now employed in our schools. 


An 18-page report is available at the Department 
of Education which will provide much more extensive 
information relative to the nature of the investigation 
and the results.

What is the division of control as between the Provin- 
cial and Federal Governments over the Wainwright 
Buffalo Park? 


A.1. At the present time the Federal Government has full. 
control of the area. However, negotiations are being 
carried on which very likely will result in the park 
being turned over to the Province. 


Q. 2. What consideration, if any, has been given by the con- 
trolling authorities of any plan to make available a 
portion of the park for community grazing areas; and 
what decision, if any, has been reached? 


A. 2. If and when the present park is no longer required as 
a park and by legislation it is declared as no longer 
required for park purposes, it automatically will revert 
to the Province. With this knowledge the Department 
of Defence asked that that portion within the fence be 
retained for the army. We have agreed to lease this to 
the army giving them exclusive use of same. It is 
further understood that the cattelo project should be 
retained by the Federal Department of Agriculture. 
The area outside of the fence will be made available for 
grazing and for hay purposes to residents near the 
area, and on a basis which will be fair to all. No 
specific programme can be worked out until the pro- 
perty is finally turned over to the Province. 


The Order of the Day being read for the continued debate 
on the following motion: 


Moved by Mr. Liesemer, seconded by Mr. Roper: 


Whereas, an unvaried increase of 25% in business rents has 
been granted; and 


Whereas, there is indication that an increase in residential

4, Planning and organizing the construction material supply 
in Canada in such a way as drastically to reduce costs. 


Mr. Speaker ruled that the Resolution is in Subject Matter 
substantially the same as the amendment to a previous resolution 
debated and passed today. 


Therefore, in my opinion it is not in order because: ‘‘A 
motion must not raise a question substantially identical with one 
on which the Assembly has already given a decision in the same 
Session.”
